t for the Pope's 


The Pope has sent forth an encyclical let- 
ter on the danger which threatens him, the 


Bulkhead, unless bought and pretty hand- 
somely paid for; but we did wish, with 
much regret for the uselessness of our wish, 
that a large number of our up-country 
friends could have been present to mark the 
firm-set lips, the kindled eyes and knit 
brows, which, without the useless aid of 
words, told what was the feeling of our me- 
chanics, merchants, shopkeepers, lawyers— 
of all San Francisco upon the subject. 


It is really difficult for us to understand 
how the population of the State outside of 
this city should be so apathetic on this sub- 
ject, and should allow their Senators and 
Representatives to treat and vote on it as 
they have done, with so little remonstrance 
against their course of action. The million 
or two of dollars which Parsons proposes to 
stéal, will not come out of our pockets ex- 
clusively, only our share of it in proportion 
to the sea-borne produce we consume. All 
that is landed in San Francisco to be sent 
up-country ; all that is produced there and 
sent here for exportation, and a share of 
what home produce is sent to our city for 
consumption—on all thgse wharfage and 
other charges will nae be paid by the 
population of the interidr, not by us. So 
much for the question of dollars and cents, 
but we complain of something more, and we 
ask the attention of our up-country friends 
to it as a matter which, while it touches us 
directly and them indirectly to-day, is nev- 
theless only one of a class of subjects very 
likely indeed to come home straight to their 
business and bosoms to-morrow, while we 

shall remain, not unconcerned I hope, still 
only spectators with a share of power. The 
matter is this, that the proposed law will 


authorize a robbery and a wrong in two 
luaswmuch as Farsons does not 


offer a fair equivalent for the franchise he 
asks for; and second, inasmuch as that 
franchise belongs to the city of San Fran- 
cisco, and our Legislature has no right to 
grant it away. 
The first of these positions, the inadequa- 
cy of the consideration, will be disputed by 
so few, and has been so clearly exhibited by 
Mr. George Gordon and others, that we do 
not care to waste time in supporting it now. 
The other will no doubt be more generally 
called in question, but being thoroughly sat-_ 
isfied of its truth, we have not hesitated to 
lay it down, and we ask attention to one or 
, two very brief considerations respecting it. 
By the Constitution of the State, all corpo- 
rations, municipal as well as others, are the 
creations of the Legislature, and the power 
which creates has power also to destroy, to 
alter, or to modify. Such is the doctrine 
on tke subject, and we subscribe to it. Nev- 
ertheless we venture to affirm that the Leg- | 
islature has only the power, not the right, in 
this case. The doctrine is true, but it is in- 
complete; only one side of the subject.— 
For, follow it out to its consequences in the 
line of the Bulkhead, and we might just as 
well have no municipal government at all ; 
a great deal better, in fact, as it would be- 
come a useless expense. Last year the 
Legislature proposed to interfere in our reg- 
ulation of nuisances ; this session they have 
a bill before them to interfere with our 
police appointments, and for any thing that 
can be shown to the contrary, they may next 
year pass a bill nominating so and so to the 
post of gaoler.. All these are clearly mat- 
ters of municipal concern, and if the Legis- 
lature is to take them out of the hands of 
the municipality, to what good end do we 
every year or two name officers and pay 
them salaries for the purpose of having these 
very matters properly attended to? The 
line ought evidently to be drawn somewhere, 
and the where is not far to seek. What 
the Constitution of the State is to the Leg- 
islature, that ought the Charter of the city 
to be to the munpicipality, and there ought 
to be no eternal tinkering and interfering 
with the one more than with the other.— 
What forms the business of the State, (in- 
cluding the careful considering and granting 
of municipal charters), that is proper sub- 
ject matter for the Constitution ; what forms 
the business of the city, that is proper subject 
matter forthe city’s charter. Let the leg- 
‘islature lay down definitely the powers to be 
_exercised by the officers appointed under the 
charter, the general principles on which they 
are to exercise them, and the subject matter 
- over which they extend, and then they have 
‘done all their part. If the powers are suffi- 
» cient, the principles equitable, and the sub- 
‘ject ‘matter embraces all the city’s business, 
_ then the charter is a good one. Nowifthe 
construction of wharves for the landing of

nlation of how it isto be done: is not the | 
business of our municipality. we confess our-

“In the second place, we should also ask, 


what grave cause can be assigned for the 
spoliation of the States of the Church?

That the 
preacher of the Gospel of mercy cannot 
also be the administrator of the law of jus- 
tice? We know that Calvin theoretically 
taught that doctrine, though he practiced the 
contrary, but we cannot hear it repeated by 
such as make protestations of sincere devo- 
tion to the Holy See, without shuddering at 
their dangerous hypocrisy. Were they can- 
did, we would ask them, how can a God of 
Mercy be also a God of Justice? How 
could St. Louis, king of France, St. Ferdi- 
nand of Spain, St. Henry of Germany, the 
Edwards of England, the Isabellas of Spain, 
Portugal and Hungary, and a host of other 
heroic Christian sovereigns, see no sort of 
antagonism in dispensing mercy and justice 
with the same hand? If there be any in- 
compatibility between the Prince and Pon- 
tiff, how could Moses have been both by the 
special appointment of God? 
But since the sophistry of Calvin’s theory 
can be so readily detected, another cause is 
suggested as demanding the spoliation of 
St. Peter’s patrimony, namely: the philan- 
thropic project of introducing civilization !” 
The point to be established is, that the 
Pope may be a temporal Prince as well as 
the Spiritual Father of the Church. The 
ground taken is, that temporal princes with- 
out any inconsistency, have united mercy 
with justice, granted. The exercise of mer- 
cy, however, and the use of the pardoning 
power, has always been the attribut@@¥ tem- 
poral sovereigns, and in fact of the execu- 
tive in every civilized State. No one ever 
dreamed, however, till Bishop Alemany’s 
Pastoral, that because a criminal has been 
pardoned by the king or governor, that 
therefore the latter were executing any of 
the functions of the priest: that he was de- 
parting at all from the unity of his charac- 
ter as a civil officer; that to pardon was not 
just as much the attribute of a civil officer, 
as tocondemn. Admit that Ferdinand and 
and Louis and Edward were merciful, every 
sane man knows that therefore they were 
no more priests, and no more united the 
priestly office with the kingly, than the ver- 
iest tyrant that ever set onathrone. Yet the 
Archbishop assumes that because they tem- 
pered justice with mercy, thereupon the 
kingly and priestly office were united in one 
person, and hence there is no inconsistency 
in the Pope of Rome being both Spiritual 
head of the Church and temporal sovereign 
over the province of Romagna. We ven- 
ture to say no prince ever sat on a throne 
on a narrower pretence, or was ever defended 
in his authority by more transparent soph- 
istry: 
But, says the Archbishop, the idea that 
the preacher of the gospel of mercy cannot 
be administrator of the law of justice, is a 
theory of Calvin’s. Where did Calvin get 
it, we ask? was it original with him? o, 
did he find it in the Scriptures? Calvin’s 
authority for the separation of the temporal 
and civil power, comes from no meaner 
source than the words of Jesus Christ him- 
self. “ Jesus answered, my kingdom is not 
of this world. If my kingdom were of this 
world, then my servants would certainly 
strive that I should not be delivered to the 
Jews: but now my kingdom is not from 
hence.” If the Pope is the vice-gerent of 
Christ on earth, then his kingdom is not of 
this world, and his servants should not strive 
as the Pope’s Swiss guards did lately, mas- 
sacreing unoffending citizens. Which of 
the two offices will the Pope resign, the 
spiritual or the temporal? Jesus Christ, 
not Calvin, declares the union of the two 
incompatible. Who made the Pope, if he 
be in place of Christ on earth, a judge or 
decider? Jesus Christ was not appointed 
to be one. | 

“ But again,” says the Archbishop, “if 
there be any incompatibility between the 
Priest and the Pontiff, how could Moses 
have both, by the special appointment of 
God?” According to our reading of the 
Scriptures, it was Aaron, not Moses, who 
was Pontiff. While Moses was, by special 
appointment, prince and lawgiver, the high- 
est priestly dignity rested with Aaron. The

We believe there are scores among 
the clergy in this State who would make a 
better defence of the church and its doc- 
trines, than the Archbishop.

Blas, but still we cannot help the belief that 
the homilies of his reverence are better fit- 
ted for the latitude of Spain and Austria, than 
America. But how far will the Archbishop 
run his parallel, if because the sovereigns he 
has named saw no sort of antagonism in dis- 
pensing justice and mercy with the same 
hand, the Pope of Rome is then authorized 
to hold together the scepter of the prince 
and the crozier of the Bishop, does it follow 
also because these same sovereigns saw no 
sort of antagonism between the exercise of 
mércy at one time and the bearing of the 
sword at another, that therefore the Pope, 
ecclesiastical as he is, would be justified in 
putting himself at the head of his mercena- 
ries, and subduing the province of Romagna 
by force of arms, or that because these same 
sovereigns being merciful kings, were also 
married men, that therefore the Pope, priest 
as he is, would be justified in contracting a 
matrimonial alliance, and begetting little 
Popes? We think this argument, by anal- 
ogy, if it proves anything, proves a little too 
much. If the friends ofthe Pope start it 
they must not blame us for running it out to 
its conclusions. 

We think, however, the whole matter re- 
lating to the Pope and the State of Romag- 
na, can be put in a nut-shell, and after the 
manner of a late Judge of the Supreme 
Court of California, we proceed to state it. 

Pope Pio Nino vs. The State of Romag- 
na.—The Court have held this case under 
earnest consideration, and have carefully 
examined the authorities touching the ques- 
tion under review. The Court finds a rul- 
ing of Chief Justices Jefferson, Franklin and 
Jay, concerning, and approved in full 
Court, July 4, 1776, “ that governments de- 
rive their just powers from the consent of 
the governed,” under this principle the Court 
finds that the plaintiff can have no title or 
authority to assume the government of the 
province of Romagna, without the consent 
and election of the people thereof, and in 
default of such consent, any attempt on the 
part of the plaintiff, by force to seize and 
possess himself of this province, would be 
in direct contradiction of the principles laid 
down in the ruling above cited, and a viola- 
tion of the rights of man ; but on considera- 
tion of the plaintiff’s being an old man, and 
in feeble health, the Court rules that the 
principle shall not hold in this instance, but 
that the defendants shull submit to the plain- 
tiff’s authority, and in case of resistance on 
their part, the plaintiff is hereby authorized 
and empowered, to employ his household 
troops to secure their dominion, and should 
his own powers prove inadequate, he is de- 
rected to callin the aid of foreign govern- 
ments.

“Lo Iam with you always.” Now as ever, 
He chooses the weak things of the world 
to confound the strong. No local charch is 
brought into existence full grown and ma- 
ture. It is ordained to a state of pupilage 
and trial—to a train of bard experiences; 
bat such as finally bear fruit with the savor 
of heaven. A few are called to lay the 
foundations—now come the trials of pover- 
ty and weakness, Could not the Master 
suddenly send wealth, numbers, influence ? 
Yes, verily; but.all these would not of 
themselves build up the church. There 
must be trials of faith, the discipline of 
sharp experiences—the casting out of self 
and leaning on God for strength, so that 
Paul’s declaration shall be realized, ‘‘W hen 
I am weak, then am I strong.” Then when 
faith has been strengthened so that it no 
more walks by sight, but rather as seeing 
Him who is invisibie, so that ‘the disciple 
has learned this lesson of Christ—to be 
faithful over a few things. Then is the 
Master ready to take these few things and 
make them grow under His blessing until 
thousands have been fed, not with bread for 
a day, but with the bread of eternal life. 

Could the history of our older ehurches be 
written, no romance would be half so inter- 
esting as this. The bread cast upon the 
waters, the seed sown in tears, the sacri. 
fice of many for humble woman, as self-de- 
nying and precious as the alabaster box 
which gained the benediction, “she hath 
done what she could.” Those founts of 
faith even now bring the answering blessing. 
God enriches His church and trains it thus, 
leading it in this His appointed way from 
strength to strength and glory to glory. 

The existence of the local church in many 
places depends upon the faithfulness of a 
few, a little band in the beginning, less now 
perhaps by the fluctuations of business or 
by the desertion of some who could not 
endure trial. These are called upon to 
strengthen the things that remain. <A few 
women, rich in faith, have kept alive many 
a prayer meeting, and have saved many 
loeal churches from extinction. They have 
been true witnesses for Jesus when others 
have been dumb and lifeless. The Christian 
who is less faithful, less earnest and saga- 
cious about the interests of Christ’s king- 
dom than he is about his own, dishonors 
the name of his Redeemer, unfaithful in 
that which is least will he not be in that 
which is greatest?

How many fail under the 
trial! How many of them by word or 
deed are openly denying Christ? “ Were 
there not ten healed, but where are the 
nine.” Of those to whom the solemn charge 
was delivered “ occupy till I come?” How 
many have gone away; have forgotten the 
prayer meeting, the Sabbath ministrations 
and also the testimonies of Jesus? They 
have gone where there is hunger of the soul. 
With all their hasty acquisitions there is a 
famine in the Jand whither they have gone 
“Will ye go away also?” Does not the 
Saviour appeal to you now ‘to stand up for 
Him? To be faithfal over the few things 
now in your keeping? Oh! what will you 
care for all present trials when by unswerving 
devotion to Christ you have realized the 
benediction “enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.”

Grace Cavrcu.—The congregation of 
Grace Church, presided over by the Rev. 
Mr. Ewer, are having built one of the larg- 
est and finest churches in California. The 
contract was awarded to Mr. George Nagle 
on Saturday last, the arebitect being Mr. 
Patten, of Marysville. The new church is 
going up on the corner of California and 
Stockton streets, occupying one of the most 
prominent and commanding situations in 
San Francisco. Its style will be pure 
Gothic, and when completed will be among 
the principal ornaments of our city. It is 
determined that the work shall have suffi- 
ciently advanced by the 20th of this month 
to enable Mr. Ewer to be present at the 
laying of the corner stone, fs the Reverend 
gentleman will leave on a visit to the East 
at that time: One million four bundred 
thousand bricks will be consumed in the 
stracture of the building, which will be 137 
feet long by 68 feet 9 inches wide, and sur- 
mounted with a tower and spire 210 feet 
high—forming a singular feeture, there being 
no other church in the city so constructed. 
The foundation walls will be six feet thick, 
and the church in all other respects rendered 
as substantial as possible. We learn that 
the estimated cost of this fine structure is 
$60,000, of which amount the congregation 
have, in cosh on hand aad in subscriptions, 
about $20,000. It will be the only brick 
church possessed in San Francisco, and 
probably in the State, by the Episcopalian 
denomination. 


Rev. Baron Stow, D D., onSectarian Schools 
and Colleges. 


Rev. Baron Stow, D. D., is the distin- 
guished pastor of the Rowe Street Baptist 
Church, in Boston. He has been settled in 
Boston more than twenty-five years. His 
position and influence are now second to no 
other pastor of his. denomination in New 
England. He has been a leading member 
of the Baptist Board of Foreign Missions 
for many years; has been largely connected 
with the Theological Seminary at Newton 
during all his residence in Boston, and is 
now one of the Trustees of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

In a little work on “ Christian Brother- 
hood,” published by him last year; a work 
which, by the way, we would commend to 
the perusal of all our readers. He refers 
to the influence of sectarianism on schools 
of learning, after this manner: 


“ Christianity is the patron of learning; 
and Christians of all denominations show 
their convictions of its importance by pro- 
viding means for the education both of their 
children and their ministry. But such is 
the inflaence of the spirit of sect, that every 
denomination has its own institutions, from 
the boarding school up to the University 
and Theological Seminary, with Boards of 
Trustees, pupils and patrons mainly its own, 
and dependent principally upon denomina- 
tional feeling and liberality for their susten- 
tation. The mischievous results of such an 
arrangement are a legion. Institutions are 
unnecessarily multiplied, and by consequence 
are neither endowed nor adequately sap- 
ported.* Suitable libraries and otber parts 
of the desirable apparatus of education are 
not furnished. Instructors are not so well 
paid as to induce them to seek the highest 
qualifications for their employment. An 
elevated order of education is not provided 
for; and that for which provision is made, 
is liable to take on a sectarian coloring and 
configuration. For the stipport of these 
institations, large demands are made upon 
the Charches, as such, or upon their more 
able members, and when these demands are 
presented, the appeals ate quite apt to be 
adpressed to denominational pride or preja- 
dice. “The are doing generously 
for their Academy or College, and they are 
reaping the benefits. We must contribute 
more nobly to ours, or it will suffer in the 
comparison, and our interests will be inju- 
riously affected.” Thus, while we are all 
the friends of éducation, we are expected 
to favor it in such forms and in such rela- 
tions as that the advantages will inure to 
ourselves, 

Now, placing ont ‘of the account the 
moral effect of such competition, it will be 
obvious that, by sopporting more instito- 
tions than are needed, Obristians are per- 
petrating a sinful waste of their means of 
usefulness. Churches are robbed of pastors 
to supply presidents and professors, while 
many, who might be pastors or evangelists, 
are detained as instructors in small, sickly 
institutions. And then the amount of funds 
that is annually drawn from the chaorches 
to relieve these institutions from embarrass- 
ment, or to sustaio their half-famished exis- 
tence, is uo small item of expenditure, and 
might be more judiciously appropriated. I 
may be told that more is done in this way, 
than would be accomplished under any sys- 


given, but is more dome? And are sectarian 
motives necessary to impel Christians to a 
dae liberality? It may be true, according 
to Quarles, that.

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ARRIVAL OF THE OVERLAND MAIL. 
St. Louis Dates to March 22d. 
Bombardment eof Vera Cruz. 

Miramon commenced the seige of Vera 
Cruz on the 5th March. On the 6th, two 
war steamers, which left Havana under Gen. 
Marni, appeared before the city, passing all 
the squadron, and refused to show their 
colors, though ordered to do.so by a shot 
from the Castle of San Juan d’ Ulloa, and 
other signals. The English, French and 
Spanish vessels of-war took no notice of the 
fact. Commodore Jarvis ordered Comman- 
der Turner, in the S with detach- 
ments from thé Savannah and Preble, on 
the steamers Indianola and Wave, to pro- 
ceed to the anchorage of the two steamers 
off Anton Lizardo, and ascertain their char- 
acter. As the Saratoga approached, one of 
the vessels was seen to move off, when a 
shot was fired ahead to bring her to, ac- 
cording toone account. The Indianola sent 
a boat with a flag todemand the nationality, 
when the steamer Gen. Miramon fired on 
the boat with cannon and musketry. A mo- 
ment after this, the Saratoga fired a broad- 
side into the Miramon, and the action be- 
came general. Both steamers now hoisted 
the Spanish flag. A spirited engagement 
ensued, in which the Americans had three 
wounded—one mortally, and the Mexicans 
about fifteen killed, and between twenty and 
thirty wounded. The result was the capture 
of the Gen. Miramon and the Marquez, with 
most of the men, and Gen. Marni. The 
Miramon was sent to New Orleans asa 
prize. The Preble was expected there in 
afew days, with Gen. Marni, and some 
other prisoners aboard, the remainder hav- 
ing been distributed among the other steam- 
ers. These were the two steamers that 
cleared from Havana as merchantmen, and 
hoisted the Mexican flag after leaving the 
port, and subsequently theymounted guns. 
President Miramon paid $55,000 for the two 
steamers 

It is stated that the expedition cost $300,- 
000, mostly furnished in Havana, by the 
Government, under secret articles. 

There were captured with the two steam- 
ers six mortars, six 22-pounders, 20,000 
stand of small arms. The steamers are 
worth sixty thousand dollars. 

The news created a profound sensation 
at Washington. It is supposed that the 
steamers were attacked as pirates. And the 
act on the part of our naval force is fully 
sustained. The Spanish authorities con- 
demned the fitting out of the expedition, as 
an act against the Constitutional Govern- 
ment, which the United States recognizes. 
It is believed by some, that they were fitted 
out by the Spanish authorities, and sustained 
by France. 

Niearaguan and Mexican Treaties. 

A Washington dispatch adds that a re- 
markable change has taken place within the 
last forty-eight hours among Congressmen 
opposed to the Nicaraguan and Mexican 
treaties ; Democrats and Republicans of the 
Senate, each, bad a caucus on Tuesda 
morning, on the subject. An effort will be 
made to resuscitate the Nicaragua treaty, 
and pass it, with some modifications. A 
short Executive session of the Senate was 
held on Tuesday, and preliminary steps 
were taken to the resuscitation. 

Land Bombardment of Vera Cruz. 

A dispatch from New Orleans, last night, 
(21st ult.,) says that Miramon has notified 
the foreign vessels that he would commence 
the bombardment of Vera Cruz on the night 
of the 13th; he would not be responsible 
for shipping anchored under the castle. 


The steamer Pocahontas is now under 
orders for Vera Cruz, and the steamer Nar- 
ragansett is on the eve of leaving Norfolk, 
for the Pacific. 

Great Britain and Mexico. 

Great Britain has demanded general 
amnesty and religious tolerance from Mexi- 
co. If this is declined, England will de- 
mand of both parties a full indemnity for 
damages done to English subjects. Mira- 
mon has proposed terms for an armistice. 
He stipulates that England, France, Spain, 
Prussia, and the United States shall be me- 
diators ; and, meanwhile, the custom dues 
shall be equally divided between the two 
parties. Juarez has replied that the propo- 
sition is absurd and inadmissible. 

The latest news from Texas says that 
Governor Houston is actively engaged in 
raising minute men. Col. Lee was to have 
left on the 5th March, for the Rio Grande. 
Five hundred Rangers arein the field. The 
Indians continued to murder and plunder. 

No material change in markets. 

Manifeste of Edward Bater. 

Edward Bates has replied to seven ques- 
tions propounded by a Committee of the 
Missouri Republican Convention. 

To. the first, he answers that he is op- 
posed to the extension of Slavery into the 
Territories. 

To the second, he answers emphatically 
that the Federal Constitution does not carry 
slavery into the Territories. 

To the third, he answers that he has al- 
ways been in favor of the colonization of 
free blacks, and thinks the tropical regions 
of America offer a better prospect for whites 
and blacks than A frica. 

To the fourth, he answers that he recog- 
nizes no distinctions among American citi 
zens except those laid down in the Consti- 
tution. As to these rights, no difference 
exists between citizens born and citizens 
made such by law. 

Fifthly, he strongly favors the construc- 
tion of a road from the Mississippi to the 
Pacifie. He regards it as necessary to the 
national defence, and the preservation of 
the Union. 

ene he is in favor of the Homestead 
bill. 

Seventhly, he think Kansas ought to be 
admitted without delay, leaving her sole 
judge of her Constitution. 

The proposed change of place for holding 
the National Democratic Convention is still 
under consideration. 

The agents announce that the Hungarian 
had 205 souls aboard. Cabin 45, steerage 
80, crew 80. 

The Governor of New York has vetoed 
a bill which prohibits Sunday amusements 
in the city of New York. 

The Judiciary Committee are determined 
to investigate the charges against Judge 
Watrous of Texas.

In four counties of Nebraska, the Repub- 
licans have elected thirty-six, and the Dem- 
ocrats twelve delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention. Four are yet to hear from.— 
On the State Government question, the vote 
stands 1,877 for, and 1,987 votes against.

Congressional. 

On Tuesday, Senator Sumner presented 
a memorial, praying for the repeal of the 
Fugitive Slave law, the abolition of slavery 
in the District of Columbia, the prohibition 
of the slave trade between the States, and 
the passage of a resolution pledging Con- 
gress against the admission of any new slave 
Territory, and the employment of slaves by 
the Federal Government contractors, offi- 
cers and Departments. 

Wilson introduced a bill for the establish- 
ment of five steamships on the African coast 
for suppressing the the slave trade. 

Senator Wilson introduced a resolution 
instructing the Judiciary Committee to re- 

rt a bill substituting imprisonment for 
life, instead of the death penalty, and apply- 
ing the penalty to persons fitting out slave- 
ships, and having interest in them; also a 
joint resolution authorizing the President to 
negotiate with other nations for search with- 
in 200 miles of the west coast of Africa. 
The Democrats concur in the two first prop- 
ositions, but question the propriety of the 
third, on account of the national right of 
search.

RESTORING THE SOIL. 

Among the mysteries of nature’s work, 
an incident of Cheshire farming, related at 
the meeting of the New York State Agri- 
cultural Society, by Mr. J. Stanton Gould, 
is of exceeding interest. 

Cheshire, as eve knows, is the most 
distingaished in the ing om for the richness 
of its dairy products, and the farmers be- 
lieve it is owing to the fact that they re- 
turned to the earth all that the earth gave, 
as the reward of culture, except the milk. 
Of that they formed the delicious products 
so identified with their name all over the 
world of good eating. Superb indeed were 
their fields. They looked like the plains of 
the land that spread out to sight when the 
river was passed. 

But with all this richness of appearance, 
the dairy products of Cheshire grew less, 
and as in England the aid of science to 
agriculture is not deemed unworthy, the 
savans were consulted. They, like sensible 
men, looked closest at that which was taken 
away, and they discovered in this that which 
the milk needed—the phosphates—and they 
recommended an application of bone dust 
to the lands. Then orders went out for the 
terrible riches of the battle-fields, and the 
bones that whitened them—monuments of 
great men, as the world calls men—were 
brought over to England—peaceful Eng- 
land, over whose Edge Hill and Marston 
Moor the deep grass had grown. 

And these bones anticipated their ame 
of dust, and were scattered over the m 
ows of Cheshire, and in a short time the 
riches of that country was the fat of the 
land. Then some men thought of the 
strange steps in that history—of the food 
that when these bones were knit together in 
all the parts of the human structure, caused 
their increase, and by what wild war of en- 
durance and death they came to be the 
source of that which had been their own 
formation. Thus in the circle, the man liv- 
ing and dead goes from participation in the 
life above the earth to the—scarcely less 
mysterious—life beneath the earth. 


ComFrorts For CaTTLe.—Sydney Smith 
was something of a farmer, and used to vis- 
it his cattle daily, and feed and pat them, 

ntil they knew his voice and welcomed his 
coming. He used to do all in his power to 
make them comfortable. He has been 
heard to say; “I am for all cheap luxuries, 
even for animals: now .all. animals. have a 
passion for scratching their back-bones— 
they break down your gates and paling to 
effect this. Look! this is my universal 
scratcher, a sharp edged pole, resting on a 
high and low post, adapted to every height, 
from a horse toa lamb. Even the Edin- 
burgh Reviewer can take his turn; you 
have no idea how popular it is. I have not 
had a gate broken since I put it up. I have 
it in all my fields.” 


SELECTED RECIPES. 


Inp1an Meat Purrs.—Into one quart 
of boiling milk, stir eight tablespoonsful of 
meal, and four spoonsful of sugar, . Boil 
five minutes, stirring constantly. When 
cool, add six well beaten Bake in 
buttered cups half an hour. Try them with 
a little butter and maple molasses, and see 
if they are not good. 


Fruit Cake witnovut Eces.—One cup 
of molasses, one cup of brown sugar, one of 
butter—heat together sufficiently to melt 
the butter—two teaspoonsful of cloves, two 
of cinnamon, one of nutmeg, one coffeecup- 
ful of raisins, (with or without currants, ) 
citron; then add one teaspoonful of soda dis- 
solved in hot water; one cup of sour milk 
or buttermilk, and one quart of flour; bake 
an hour. 


CakKE WITHOUT EcGGs.—Two cupsful of 
sugar, two cupsful of sweet cream, two small 
teaspoonsful of saleratus, four cupsful of 
flour; flavor with nutmeg or lemon, and 


Rusy Caxe.—Beat together one pound 
of sugar and one pound of butter, to a 
cream; add eight eggs beaten light; add a 
grated nutmeg, and then stir in the coloring 
matter, made in the following way: Grate 
a beet root to fine shreds, with a very little 
water. Let it stand one day, .and then 
squeeze through a linen rag. One wine- 
glassful of this essence should be added to 
the other ingredients, and then sift in one 
pound of flour. Mix all well together, and 
bake in a tin for an hour. . 


TEMPERANCE Cake.—Three eggs, two 
cupsful of sugar, one cup of milk, one tea- 
spoonful of saleratus, with nutmeg ‘and flour 
enough to make a thin batter; bake about 
twenty minutes | 


Corrace Puppixe.—One pint of flour, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of milk, piece of 
butter the size of a walnut, two eggs, two | 
teaspoonsful cream tartar, one teaspoonful | 
of soda, and a little salt. Steamed or baked. 


Fricanpau Veat.—Take a loin of veal | 
| and chop the meat as for sausage, then add 
| three eggs, well beaten, pepper, salt, nut-| 
meg, three tablespoonsful of butter. Roll 
eight small crackers, mit half in the meat, 
the other half put on the mak-
